It will be news to many who have 
read the scores of articles of prison 
reform to learn that in many parts 
of the United States treatment of 
prisoners is practically unimproved 
despite much propaganda and organ- 
ized effort in their behalf. Jails, we 
are told, in the Literary Digest, in- 
stead of inspiring the offender with 
respect for the law and faith in hu- 
manity, too often are little more 
than schools for crime. In meting 
out punishment, no consideration is 
taken of the history of the offender, 
of the possible causes of his guilt 
whether he has had the chance 
which good morals hold that every 
child should have, and thus, often 
times, the punishment does not fit 
the case. To this day, writes Dr. 
Hastings H. Hart, President of the 
American Prison Congress of 1922 
the laws of many States and the 
practise of many courts are based 
on the idea of inflicting a penalty 
upon the prisoner proportionate to 
his guilt. If, for instance, a man 
steals a purse containing less than 
$20, that is a misdemeanor, and he 
is sent to jail or a house of correc-

He drew attention to the fact that 
81 per cent. of the wheat acreage of 
the Dominion was west of the Saskat- 
chewan-Manitoba boundary, and ask- 
ed whether it was economical to ship 
that wheat through the ports of Mont- 
real and St. John, The false rate 
structure by which this was possible 
he declared, had created a movement 
of trade through United States ports 
The discrimination was not in favor 
of the Canadian east, but of the 
American east.

Unfair to B.C. and Alberta 


Mr. McGeer argued that it was not 
fair that British Columbia and Al- 
berta should bear the cost of the mis- | 
take that was made when the C, P 
R. chose the Kicking Horse rather 
than the Yellow Head Pass, 

He quoted a speech by Sir Charles 
Tupper in parliament in 1882 to show 
that the Kicking Horse Pass was 
chosen for the benefit of the whole 
tog and of the whole country. He 
also quoted a statement from Presi- 
dent Beatty that the Connaught tun- 
nel was not built for the benefit of 
British Columbia, but for the system 
as a whole. If the operating condi- 
tions on the C. N. R. in British Col- 
umbia were fifty per cent. better than 
on the C. P. R., it was not fair that 
that province and Alberta should have 
to pay the bill by means of rates 
based en the C. P. R. costs. 

He stated that every time British 
Columbia had taken this case to the 
railway commission, it had come away 
better off and with new evidence to 
show that the discrimination was un- 
fair. 

“Extraordinary,” was the adjective 
he attached to the argument of Isaac 
Pitblado, counsel for Manitoba and 
the Winnipeg Board of Trade, that 
British Columbia rates should be 
| higher because there was little density 
of traffic in that province. The argu- 
ment, he said, was that a railway 
could put up a rate barrier to keep 
traffic from developing and then use 
the condition so created to justify 
high rates. Mr. Pitblado appeared to 
think that where a group of traders 
once got into a market they had vest- 
ed right to it. * 

Mr. McGreer paid a high tribute to 
MacKenzie and Mann for their faith 
G. G. McGeer, K. C., of Vancouver. 
| The removal of three kinds of dis- 
crimination was asked for by Mr. Mc- 
Geer in opening his argument. In 
the first place, he asked that a sugar 
refinery in Vancouver should be put 
in the west, and said that the C. N. 
R. would stand as a monument to that 
faith, and would eventually carry the 
greatest amount of traffic in the coun- 
try. If given a chance, the west and 
the coast province would justify the 
construction of the Grand Trunk Paci- | 
fic to Prince Rupert, but it could not} 
justify it so long as a rate barrier to 
the development of traffic was main- 
tained. | 


Plenty of Vessels 


Mr. McGeer argued that, were the 
rate barrier removed, there would be 
no difficulty in securing ships to 
move cargoes from Vancouver. He 
suggested that if necessary, the ves- | 
sels of the Canadian government mer- 
chant marine might be used to this 
end, but pressed the point that there 
would be no lack of vessels, “One of 
the least of your troubles,” he said 
“will be to find bottoms for wherever 
you want to go.” 

If the Pacific route for grain were 
developed to the point that Vancouv- 
er would export thirty, forty or fifty 
million bushels, Canada would own 
the premier Pacific port on the North 
American continent. ; 

Referring to the argument of Mr. 
Pitblado, Mr. McGeer declared: “I do 
not believe that in this western land 
of free trade there is springing up the 
canker of protection. Whoever heard 
of protection against ourselves; that 
is the argument put forward by Mr 
Pitblado, representing the farmer 
government of Manitoba.” 

He referred to Mr, Pitblado as rep- 
resenting a small percentage of the 
people of Winnipeg and to the “ap- 
peal for help” of the Winnipeg board 
of trade. | 


Pitblado Protests 

Mr. Pitblado interrupted that there | 
must be some limit to the lengths to 
which Mr. McGeer would go. “He is 
giving you a grotesque, newspaper 
propaganda speech,” warmly remark- 
ed Mr. Pitblado. “An argument of 
that kind in reply is most unfair and 
most undignified. It makes one feel 
that my friend will go to any lengths 
and raise any issue to try to win his 
case,” 

“When Mr. Pitblado comes before 
this council and asks to continue a 
traffic policy that, at the expense of 
all the west, protects a few men in 
Winnipeg, we cannot agree with him,’ 
retorted Mr. McGeer. | 

Commodity Rates 

Hon. George P. Graham asked Mr. 
McGeer if British Columbia was pre- 
pared to give up commodity rates. 

“We are not concerned about them,” 
was the reply. He added that there 
were no commodity rates in British 
Columbia and few _ inter-provincial | 
traffic. 

“What about ores?” asked E. P 
Flintoft, K. C., of the C. P. R. counsel, 

“They go to the Trail smelter,” re- 
plied Mr. McGeer, “which belongs to 
the C. P. R.” | 

West’s Need Is People | 

He argued that the C. P. R. could 

stand a reduction of rates because of 


lands and operations. He declared 
that what the west needed was five | 
or six million people. “If you get 
them here under proper conditions,” 
he said, “you need not fear for suc- 
cess. The trouble is that now too 
many are writing to friends that they 
cannot succeed; but that does not in- 
clude the C, P. R.” 

“We are not asking to be helped,” 
he added. “We can take care of our- 
selves if you give us a fair deal.”

Republican. The propriety, even 
necessity of having policemen uni- 
formed, appears to us now so obvious 
as to n ho argument. Policemen 
on duty without a uniform would 
look like soldiers with silk hats. 
Nevertheless, the daring innovators 
who, about the middle of the last 
century, suggested clothing the police 
in a distinctive garb, were regarded 
as akin to those who wanted women 
to wear bloomers and enter the pro- 
fessions. Indeed, it was not their 
arguments that prevailed so much as 
the failure of the existing police 
forces to suppress the disorder that 


was at that time so prevalent in the! 


larger American cities. 
Organized Thugs 

In most American cities there 
were organized gangs of thugs which 
terrorized the peaceable people 
the districts where they operated 
and sometimes invaded neighboring 
districts there to do bloody battle 
with rival bands. In Philadelphia 
where conditions were particular] 


bad, there were the “Blood Tubs,’’| 


the “Rugs,” the “Buffaloes” and the! 
“Copperheads.” Baltimore had_ the 
“Stingers” and New York had a 
dozen or more gangs of burglars 
and hold-up men. There were po- 
licemen in those days, but they were 
without uniforms and wore a star} 
as a sign of their authority. It was 
charged, however, that cowardly 
policemen when trouble was afoot 
would slip their stars into their 
pockets and go quickly in the other 
direction. They could not be found 
when wanted and were on the whole 
of but little protection to the citi- 
zens. Finally, in 1853, the New York | 
Commissioners announced that on a 
certain date every policeman would| 
have to wear a uniform, including) 
brass buttons and a number. 


Invasion of Liberty 

Immediately there ascended a 
loud roar. The New York police 
asserted that is was a gross viola- 
tion of their personal liberty. They 
said no self-respecting American| 
would consent to wear a degrading 
livery. It might be all right for 
servile Englishmen to do so, ground 
down as they were by a monarchy, 
but in the land of the free a uni- 
form was a ‘badge of servitude. A 
fund was raised to test the legality 
of the Commissioners, ruling but 
when the appointed day came round 
the police clambered into their uni- 
forms, and have been in them ever 
since when on duty. The Philadel- 
phia Commissioners followed the ex- 
ample. set by New York. Again 
there was raised the cry that the 


and that their object was really to

the United States, with the uniform- 
ed population serving as  Helots. 
But as in New York, the Commis- 
sioners remained firm and the police- 
men obeyed in the end. 
Volunteer Firemen 

About the same time another glar-/} 
ing assault on personal liberty, as 
it was then viewed, was made, and 
as with the police, it was another 
heroic band that was the victim. 
Those were the days of the volunteer 
fire companies. There were no paid 
firemen. The fires were extinguish- 
ed by volunteers. Many men were 
drawn to enroll themselves as vol- 
unteer firemen through public spirit 
Others were lured by the gaudy uni- 
forms. Others were attracted by 
the prospect of loot that the occu- 
pation provided. An American his- 
torian of the period says that of all 
causes of disorder in the large cities, 
the volunteer fire companies were 
the worst. Around their houses 
gathered gangs of loafers known as 
When the alarm sound- 
ed they ran with the engine and 
took part in the fight that was al- 
most certain to ensue if another 
fire company was_ encountered. 
These struggles sometimes became 
pitched battles, and _ occasionally 
lasted for a couple of days, the num- 
ber of men involved making it im- 
possible for the police to quell the 
riots. 

Thieves Worse Than Flames 

When fires were rare these run- 
ners used to set fire to sheds and 
sometimes even to houses to enjoy 
the excitement of a run to the fire 
and a fight on arriving there. Fre- 
quently they gave false alarms in 
order that they might ambush rival 
companies and destroy their fire- | 
fighting equipment. Thieves _fre-| 
quently donned fire helmets and red 
shirts, entered burning premises and 
looted them. News that his house 
was on fire was considered bad by 
a citizen, but if he were able to con-- 
ceal it from the volunteers it was 
not as bad as it might have been. 
Boston and Cincinnati were the first 
American cities to establish paid fire 
departments, but this innovation was 
resisted for eighteen years in Phila-
